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Glen Rosa is among the celebrated view-spots of 
the delightful Isle of Arran. It is situated on the 
eastern coast, and consists of a deep rocky ravine, 
overrun with vegetation with a small river coursing 
through the centre and merging into the sea at 
Brodick Bay. It derives its name, the “ red glen,’ 
from the colour of the heather which is so profuse 
therein, particularly at the entrance. 
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After the original picture by H. 
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Glen Rosa is among the celebrated view-spots of the 
delightful Isle of Arran. It is situated on the eastern 
coast, and consists of a deep rocky ravine, overrun with 
vegetation, with a small river coursing through the centre 
and merging into the sea at Brodick Bay.
